In the Archioceses of Los Angeles there are approximately 4,000 youth 
detained in juvenile halls and camps. Many of these youth are the 
victims of impoverished and broken homes and some physical and 
emotional abuse. Approximately one half of all detained youth are 
Catholic. 

In the Archdiocese of Los Angeles, the Office of Religious Education 
is attempting to meet the spiritual and emotional needs of these youth 
through an established chaplain's program in each institution. Each 
program consists of two facets: personal visiting or religious coun- 
seling and religious formation or catechesis. 

These programs are dependent upon volunteers who will do one-to-one 
visiting and assist with religious instruction and sacramental pre- 
paration. 

The goal of ministry in detention is primarily to communicate to youth 
in trouble the GOOD NEWS of God's unconditional love.

READING DEVELOPMENT 



Do you have the necessary reading ability for success in College? 

Recommendations regarding necessary reading skills for success in college 
have recently been published by California colleges. No matter what major a 
student pursues in college, she will be required to use the tools and techniques 
of information gathering, analysis and criticism. Six basic reading skills have 
been specified. These are: 

- The ability to identify and comprehend the main and subordinate ideas in a 
written work and to summarize the ideas in one's own words. 

- The ability to recognize different purposes and methods of writing, to identify 
a writer's point of view and tone, and to interpret a writer's meaning 
inferentially as well as literally. 

- The ability to separate one's personal opinions and assumptions from a 
writer's. 

- The ability to vary one's reading speed and methods (survey, skim, review, 
question and master) according to the type of material and one's purpose 
for reading. 

- The ability to use the features of books and other reference materials, 
such as table of contents, preface, introduction, titles and sub-titles, 
index, glossary, appendix and bibliography. 

- The ability to define unfamiliar words by decoding, using contextual clauses, 
or by using a dictionary. 

In addition, students should have the ability to comprehend and use 
technical vocabularies and symbols, and should have achieved a degree of skill 
in assessing the validity and cogency of technical material. 



A class in Reading Development has been added to the curriculum this 
year. This class is required for those students whose test scores indicate 
they need it. It is also available as an option for those students who wish 
to improve their reading. Consider this an an additional class for your Fall 
schedule.
